j "Superstition enters largely Into their 
'•cure for sickness. When a part ot" the 
jboily is injured, they tattoo little stars 
j all ever the affected parts, believing 
that by tills means they vrill drive 'the 
little devils out that have taken np 
their abode there. Being exposed to 
the snn and weather at all tiineH, they 
arc constantly shedding their skin, 
much like a snake. Probably this is 
the reason Ihey do not wash, for they 
arc so proverbially lazy and indolent 
In things of this kind that they prefer 
nature to conduct the job. 


"For ornamentation the women gath- 


er little berries, which they string and 
•which are then plaited in the strands 
of their black hair, ra.iking quite a 
pleasing contrast With tattooing, these 
are about the only ornaments they af- 
fsct, excepting some of the older wom- 
en, -who wear necklaces made of the 
backbones of snakes. I purchased one 
' of these for the equivalent of 20 cents, 
American nscney. .but have not been 
able to bring myself to wear it, al- 
though they say they are productive of 
j good rock. 


"Dogs are considered by these people 


to be .a creat delicacy, men and boys 
making frequent trips to the coast 
towns, "where they" gather np all the 
stray canines they can, bring them here 
and fatten them, afterward disposing 
of them fit good figures.. 


"\Vben death occurs in a family, the 


natives take chickens, meats and other 
kinds of food, aad a great t e.ist is held, 
followed by a wild dance similar tn tne

Paris they say that be is 
afraid of his own shadow, ami that one 
cannot get near him. Had 1 desired to 
do so 1 coaid have provided myself 
with a bomb, and I could easily have 
killed him a few minutes ago."
